IDF NAVAL COMMANDOS am- 
pushed two jeeploads of terrorists 
patrolling near Sidon in southern 
Lebanon on Tuesday night, causing 
casualties and destroying the vehic- 
Jes. The commandos, who had land. 
ed from the sea, returned safely to 
their launch ship after their mis- 


ber of terrorists were hit.” Military 
sources said the number was esti- 
mated at six to eight, because there 
are three or four men m 
each jeep in the terrorists’ patrols. 

Gunboats also shelled terrorist 
targets along the coast. The ter- 
rorists fired mortars and Katyusha 
rockets at a Galilee settlement and 
army units on Har Dov, as tension 
heightened along the northern bor- 
der prior to Rosh Hashana.

The IDF spokesman denied a ter- 
rorist spokesman’s claim that a unit 
of the Syrian-backed Sa’ika terror 
group had crossed the border and 
raided an Israel army camp in the 
Hermon area with rockets and gun- 
fire. 

Yoram Hamizrahi reports from 
Kiryat Shmona: 

Several Katyusha shells were 
fired from Lebanon at 6 o'clock 
yesterday evening at the northern 
Hula VaMey. No one was hurt and 
no damage was reported. 

The shells are believed to have 
come from the vicinity of Shuba.

There were no smiles, handshakes 
or speeches as a soldier and dip- 
jomat from each side signed the ac- 
cord, worked out in 10 days of 
shuttle diplomacy by rey of 
State Henry 

Russia and ‘Amerea, co-chairmen 
of the UN Middle East conference, 
were to have been observers at the 
ceremony. But the Soviets boycotted 
it im anger at the prospect of 8 
mew American presence — 200 ci- 
vilians stationed at monitoring sta- 
tions will be introduced into 
Sinai — and the U-S. then decided to 
stay away rather than embarrass 
Russia by underlining its absence. 

Both Israel and Egyptian sources 
said the Soviet-American absence 
had no effect on the agreements, 


which had been initialled on Sunday ᾿ 


by Premier Yitzhak Rabin in Jeru- 
galem and President Anwar Sadat 
in Alexandria. 

A UN role in the signing was 
established by Lt-General Ensio 
Siilasvuo, the Finnish commander 
of UN peacekeeping forces in Sinai, 
who acted as official witness at the 
ceremony. 

Delegates from Israel and Egypt 
shook hands with Siilasvuo, but not 
with each other. Both nations passed 
up Siilasvuo's invitation to make a 
speech. Neither did more than

The Egyptian delegation, led by 
uniformed Maj.-Gen. Taher el-Mag- 
doob, walked in exactly on time 
for the 17.00 start of the ceremony. 
The Israelis headed by Ambassador 
Mordechai Gazit, were two minutes 
behind schedule. 

Siljlasvuo shook hands with both 
delegations and .welcomed them 
briefly ag they sat down, but made 
no statement. The Sgyptian genera! 
signed first, followed by Ahmed 
Osman, the Egyptian Ambassador to 
the UN in Geneva. The first of the 
Israelis to sign was Gazit who pre- 
ceded Aluf Herzl Shafir. 

The priority given to the civilian 
side was seen as an Israel effort to 
give the ceremony, formally held 
within the “military working group” 
of the Geneva peace conference, 
greater politica! dimensions. 

Sillasvuo was the last to sign and 
then asked both delegations whether 
they had “any observations.” After 
getting no reply, he adjourned the 
meeting. 

The ceremony, watched by 150 
newsmen, was over in exactly 11 
minutes — 10 minutes for the mul- 
tiple signing, one minute for Sifas- 
vuo's brief statements. 

Military representatives of both 
sides are to convene here early next 
week to draw up a detailed proto- 
col for the technical implementation 


of the agreement. Thelr work is 
expected to take about two weeks 

Security precautions appeared sig- 
nificantly relaxed in comparison 
with previous Middle East encoun- 
ters here, Newsmen and photogra- 
phers, who had been barred from 
jast year's Syrian-Israel signing, 
were not searchéd. 


The documents and the maps, 
in blue folders, had been brought 
here by Alfred Atherton, U.5, As- 
sistant Secretary of State for Mid- 
dile East and South Asian affairs. 
Atherton had deen with Kissinger 
in the Middle East, and flew into 
Geneva from London last night. 
After word spread of the Soviet 
boycott, he announced that he had 
no intention either of attending. 


A U.S, spokesman hastened to 
stress that the presence of the U.S. 
and the Soviet observers — who had 
attended the signing of the last 
disengagement accord between Is- 
rael and Syria in May 1974 — was 
not a formal necessity. He said that, 
although they were co-chairman of 
the Geneva conference, the signing 
took place inside the Israel-Egypt- 
jans “military working group.” 

The absence of the two super- 
powers created a delicate problem 
for UN officials, and reportedly 
frantic consultations with the UN 
in New York. At one time, a UN 
spokesman sald, the possibility was 
discussed of also withdrawing Sii-

Sadat lashes out at Soviet 
‘incitement’ against pact

EGYPTIAN PRESIDENT Anwar 
Sadat last night accused the Krem- 
lin of inciting Arabs against him 
for having conciuded the new inte- 
rim Sinai settlement with Israel. 


In his strongest attack ever 
against the Soviet Union, Sadat 
said that he viewed Moscow's boy- 
eott of the official signing of the 
Sinai agreement in Geneva, where 
the Soviet Union functions as co. 
chairman with the Americans in 
Middle East talks, “as open incite. 
ment” against Egypt and an at- 
tempt to undermine Arab unity. 

The Egyptian leader was speak- 
ing at a joint session of the new 
Central Committee of Egypt's single 
political party, the Arab Socialist 
Union, and the People’s Assembly 
(parliament). He said that he had 
originally planned to deliver a policy 
statement, but found himself com- 
pelled to deal with the widespread 
Arab uproar against his acceptance 
of the Sinai accord," charging that 
the wave of anti-Egyptian criticism 
va being instigated by the So. 


Sadat's remarks seem to place 
him in the worst confrontation with 
the Soviets since he ousted over 
15,000 of their “advisers” from 
Egypt in July 1972. 


Im contrast, Sadat enthused in ex- 
pressing gratitude to U.S. Presi- 
dent’ Gerald Ford who, he noted, 
was “instrumental” in achieving the 
new Sinai accord. “In view of the 


circumstances he faced at home, 
President Ford played the man in 
sticking to his pledges" towards 
accomplishment of the Sinai accord. 


Sadat poured out his wrath 
against Arab critics who said that 
he had sold out the rest of the 
Arabs in return for Sinai. He claim. 
ed in angry tones that he could 
have regained all of Sinai had he 
agreed to a separate settlement 
with Israel. “But I remained faith- 
ful to Syria and the Palestinians,” 
he said. The Egyptian leader said 
thet he had refused to end the 
state of war with Israel in return 
for a large-scale Israeli withdrawal 
stretching from El-Arish in northern 
Sipai to Ras Mohammed on the 
southern tip of the desert peninsula. 


Sadat said he was saddened and 
pained at being denounced by his 
“brotherly comrades in arms” in 
Syria, He raised his voice at one 
stage when mentioning Syrian Pre- 
sident Hafez Assad's refusal to re- 
ceive Bgyptian Vice-President Husni 
Mobarak on the day Assad met 
Secretary Kissinger at the end of 
his shuttle last Wednesday. 


“And you, Yasser Arafat, with 
all we have done for you,” Sadat 
said in dramatic tones, questioning 
the PLO chieftain’s lead role in the 
attacks against him. 


‘Sadat warned that he would take 
no orders from any Arab quarter 
over “Egyptian decisions and land,” 
stressing his determination to re- 
spect the new agreement with Israel. 
He said he would not be intimid- 
ated by criticism or street demon- 
strations. 


The Egyptian President said that 
the agreement did not give him all 
he wanted, but that it was a move 
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toward breaking the stalemate and 
preventing a return to the state of 
no-peace, no-war. 

He said that if the national in- 
terest required making peace, he 
would do it, if it required negotia- 
tions he would negotiate, and if it 
called for war he would fight. He 
Bald that 90 per cent of his force 
emerged from the 1973 war intact 
and remained ready to fight one 
battle after the other. 


At the same time, Sadat caution- 
ed his Arab allies against rejecting 
all peaceful schemes, adding that it 
can no-longer be denied that Israel 
exists ag a state. He said that po- 
litical momentum must be main- 
tained toward the ultimate aim of 

Israel's pullback “from ell Arab 
lands and the establishment of 2 
‘Palestinian state.”

Phone owners 
given 21 days 
to pay bills

In a rare display of new year's 
oodwill, the Communications Min- 
istry announced yesterday ff 15 
henceforth giving telephone sub- 
serfbers 21 days in which to pay 
their phone bills, instead of 14 as in 
the past. 

But in an explanatory letter to 
accompany next month's bills, the 
ministry also will inform users they 
will'no longer receive reminderg to 
pay their overdue bills. “As a re- 
suit,” the letter warns, “your phone 
Tay be cut off at any time, with 
no prior warning.” 

According to the ministry spokes- 
.™Man citizens over the years “have 
become spoiled by official leniency” 
in phone bill collection, and have 
taken to walting for the coffee- 
coloured reminder to arrive before 
paying their bills, 

“This has led to a regular lag 
in collections, running into tens of 
millions of pounds,” he said. “Vital 
telephone system expansion projects 
which require huge sums of money 
have had to be postponed for lack 
of cash.” 

Asked why the ministry belleved 
the longer grace period would hasten 
Payments, he disclosed that a six- 
month experiment with the 2i-day 
remittance time had been carried 
out among 30,000 phone subscribers 
in three cities and had “proven 
conclusively” that people pay 
Promptly if given the extra seven 
days’ grace. The number of phones 
that had to be disconnected for non- 
payment of bills fell by 80 per 
cent he sald. 


Car licensing 
offices to close 
in afterncons

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‘Prophets’ see war of Gog 


and Magog starting in 5736

TEL AVIV. — This year will wit- 
ness the beginning of the War of 
Gog and Magog. after which Israel, 
the victor, will rise in all its glory. 
The Hebrew year 5736 will see the 
coming of, not one, but two Mes- 
slahs — one a descendant of Joseph, 
the other of David — and the re- 
surrection of the dead. 

This was forecast independently 
by two men‘ from Jerusalem who 
have never met. 

Shabtai Shilo, a technician in an 
experimental laboratory at the He- 
brew University, is a devout Jew. 
But he emphasizes that his “studies” 
are based on facts and not on 
religious belief. His system is based 
on Scanning chapters of the Bible 
for answers to difficult questions 
from other chapters. 

Shilo hag made other exact pre- 
dictions. In August 1973, two months 
before the Yom Kippur War, he 
published a small book in which he 
predicted in bold red letters that 
war would break out in the month 
of Tishre. (Yom Kippur is the 10th 
day of Tishre.) 

According to Shilo’s present fore- 
cast, 


Israe] is to face two wars 


before the redemption. The first will 
be on the Jordanian-Syrian front, 
with Israel coming out the victor. 
But then will come the second war 
— against the Russians (Gog and 
Magog) and the UN (the “convenant 
with many”—Daniel, 9:27), who will 
be brought here by force so they can 
be judged in Jerusalem and punished 
for the evil they have done. They 
will come from the east and will 
capture part of Jerusalem, but that 
is as far as they will go. It is then 
that the Messiah from the House of 
Joseph will appear. There will be a 
miracle — maybe an earthquake — 
and God's rule will be revealed and 
recognized by the remaining na- 
tions. After the end of the war the 
second Messiah — from the House 
of David—will appear to ingather 
the exiles of Israef, rebuild the 
Temple and bring a rule of eternal 
justice to the entire worid. 

But Shabtai Shilo was cautious 
when asked what would happen if 
what he forecasts does not occur 
this year: “Then I will continue to 
wait for the Messiah, even if he is 
late in coming.” He admits that 
there are persons who laugh at his 
theories.

Tourism down 9 per cent, 
lowest figure since 1970

TEL AVIV. — Despite a late sum- 
mer rally of tourism to Israel, the 
final figures for the year are not 
likely to top 570,000, a 9 per cent 
drop compared with last year. 

Giving this estimate at a press 
conference at Beit Sokolow yester- 
day, Tourism Minister Moshe Kol 
noted that Europe remained constant 
85 a source of tourists to Israel, pro- 
viding fully half the 402,000 arrivals 
fm the first eight months of the 
year. The American component, 
however — once the mainstay of 
the industry — dropped drastically 
in the same period, and was 28 per 
cent below the 1974 total 
-°'The current year’s total will be 
the lowest since 1970. 

The minister, speaking on the 
occasion of the publication of a 
guide book by the Red Sea Divers 
Tourist Enterprises, warned that it 
would be futile to expect any signi- 
ficant increase in transatlantic va- 
cationers unless somethmg was done 
to reduce the air fare. Air tickets 
for Americans constituted no less 
than two-thirds the cost of the en- 
tire tour package to Israel, he 
pointed out. 


While it is true that Americans | 


are still influenced by their uncer- 
tain economic situation, the minis- 
ter added, the fact that Italy, 
France and Spain are not riding 
on the crest of prosperity has not 
prevented’ important increases in

‘Egypt, Syria and Israel 
replenish armouries 
beyond pre-war level?’ 


LONDON. — The defence bud- 
gets of Iran and Saud! Arabia 
have trebled during the past 12 
months. Israel, Egypt and Syria 
have continyed to replenish their 
armouries beyond the levels ex- 
isting before the Yom Kippur 
War, according to the 1975-76 
edition of “The Military Balance,” 
published today by the Interna-. 
Honal Institute for Strategic Stu- 
dies here. 

Tran increased defence spending 
from $3,224m. in 1974 to $10,405m. 
in 1975, according to the survey. 

In Saudi Arabia, the defence 
budget in the same time went 
from $1,808m. to $6,343m_ 

By comparison, Egypt's defence 
budget went from §4,071m. to 
$6,103m. 

Israel's went down over the 
Same period from $3,688m. to 
§3,503m. 

Israel, Egypt and Syria each 
introduced new weapons during 
the past year, says the survey, 
notably Mig-23 aircraft for Egypt 
and Syria and anti-tank guided 
weapons and air-to-surface mis- 
siles for Israel, 

Gulf states, large and small, 
bought arms in quantity mostly 
from Britain, France and the U.S. 

Chief among these, notes the 
survey, was Iran, with orders 
ον outstanding for some 1,900 
tanks and 450 fighter planes.

Listing Middle East weapons 
on order, the institute said Egypt 
has six helicopters coming from 
Britain, 44 Mirage F1 fighters 
from France, 48 Mig-23s from 
the Soviets and unspecified ar- 
tillery and surface-to-air missiles 
from the Russians. 

It said Syria has ordered from 
Moscow an unépecified number 
of tanks, artillery pieces, surface- 
to-surface missiles, surface-to-air 
missiles, helicopters and other 
equipment, along with 130 Mig-21 
fighters and 45 Mig-23s. 

As for Israel, it sald, the U.S. 
is supplying 600 new tanks, arm- 
oured personnel carriers, 35 F4 
Phantom fighter-bombers, eight 
CH47 helicopters and anti-tank 
missles, surface-to-air missiles 
and air-to-surface missiles. 

“Defence expenditures reflected 
these arms purchases," the re- 
port said, “with. the defence 
burden notably heavy in Egypt. 
Syria and particularly Israel.”

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‘SUDAISM IS IRRELEVANT | 


“WELL, IT OUGHT to be more 
relevant,"’ was the young man’s 
complaint against Judaism. 
This common argument for 
the “relevance” of Judaism is 
one of the most irrelevant of all 
the arguments on the subject, 
The whole point about Judaism, 
or any idea or ideology not mere- 
ly offering salvation but 
prescribing a way of life and 
world-outlook, is its 
“irrelevance” to, and its desire 
to change, the immediate here- 
and-now of the people to whom it 
ig addressed. And the above- 
quoted relevantist, like most 
relevantists, went on to give 
arguments indicating that it was 
not Judaism he wished but a 
preisthood . that’ would 
automatically approve every 
passing whim of his: ‘‘What's it 
Judaism's business what food I 
eat? Why can't I marry any 
woman want to?"’ And so on. 
What he wishes, by implication, 
is a' purely racist system in 
which Jewishness and Judaism 
are only an accident of birth and 
are not defined in terms of any 
commitment whatever to an 


thing,” Judaism taught that life 
is a system designed and 
sustained by a God with a pur- 
pose: good. Humanity is not a 
frivolous afterthought of the 


- deities or an accidental product 


of divine fornication but a con- 
sidered and planned creation, 
whose purpose is to translate 
that abstract good into a life- 
reality. 

Here, incidentally, it ought to 
be pointed out that according to 
some Sages, Rosh Hashana real- 


‘ly marks not the first ‘‘day” of 


creation, the ‘“‘birth of the 
world," but the birth of humani- 
ty, the “Friday” on which Adam 
and Eve were created, ate of the 
fruit of ‘the tree of knowledge of 
good and evil,"" acquired self- 
consciousness, were banished 
from the Garden of Eden and 
went off into the world to launch 
human history — to harness 
nature, build a home for 
themselves, propagate the race, 
and make choices between good 
and evil and bear the good or 
dire consequences of their 
choices. 

The Sages tell us: God created 


ability to reproduce like the 
animals. For if I create Man 
only like the Angels he will live 
forever, and if I create him only 
like the animals he will merely 
exist. So I will create him as a 
combination of the two, and if he 
does wrong his life will be no life, 
and if he does not do —he 
will LIVE (Bereshit Rabba 
8:11). 

And “right" and wrong” are 
spelled out many hundreds of 
times in all the Jewish source 
books. In the world ef antiquity 
in which right and wrong meant 
mainly being sure, or neglect- 
ing, to keep the deities busy 
devouring human and animal 
flesh and blood, drinking nectars 
and sniffing incenses so that 
they should not have time to 
bother humanity; in a world in 
which morality and ethics were 
usually intended as ‘interesting 
table-talk at philosophers’ sym- 
posiums or, at best, as 
pragmatic rules of behaviour for 
aristocrats — in that world 
Judaism was so irrelevant as to 
insist on right and wrong as ab- 
solute values.

Jewry. Here, too, U.S. Jewry 
made its influence felt as it 
threw its support (but this time 
not unanimously) behind the 
Jackson Amendment calling for 
a liberalization of Russian 
emigration regulations. Passed 
in face of the protests of 
Secretary of State Kissinger, the 
Amendment appeared at first to 
have been accepted to some ex- 
tent by the U.S.S.R. but within a 
few weeks they renounced their 
trade agreement with the U.S. 
on the grounds that they could 
net accept such interference in 
their “‘internal"’ affairs, 


In fact, there was no let-up in 
Soviet Russia's internal attitude 
to and harassment of Jewish ac- 
tivists. A campaign was con- 
ducted in various centres to 
force Jews to’ sign statements 
that they would not seek to 
emigrate to Israel. Various 
prominent figures were sentenc- 
ed to prison or exile for par- 
ticipating in demonstrations or

charges. 

Jews have, however, con- 
tinued to emigrate from the 
U.S.S.R., although in fewer 
numbers than in the previous 
years. The big change is that a 
growing proportion has gone to 
countries other than Israel. A 
large number has found its way 
to the U.S. and others have gone

Canada etc.. It has been es- 
timated that between a quarter 
and a third of the Jews leaving 
the U.S.8.R. do nat go to Israel — 
ἃ reflection of the current image 
resulting from Israel's inter- 
national and internal problems.

He set out to introduce pre-natal 
care, trying to persuade the women 
to have thelr babies in the small 
-hospital rather than giving birth in 
the flelds. as had been their wont. 
He soon found an ally in the wife of 
the schoolmaster, a rare and 
prestigious profession in those pre- 
war days, whose marriage had not 
born fruit. After many months of 
treatment, she did become pregnant, 
it wag not difficult to persuade her to 
be his first hospital maternity case 
and thus set an example to all the 
other women of her tribe. When after 
a long night of hard labour a boy was 
born, her first words were: *'Doc- 
tari, please tell me your first name 
as I vowed that my first-born would 
be named after you."’ It was an em- 
barrassing moment for the Old 
Country Doctor for he saw no way of 
refusing her request. That is how it 
happened that today there is a young 
black man living somewhere in 
Africa bearing one of the most Ger- 
man of names — a name given in the 
proud days of Imperial Germany but 
which. Sigmund, the Old Country 
Doctor, could longer abide 
because of what had happened in 
Germany. 


HE GOT TO KNOW their ancient 
tales, but was angered to learn of the 
frightening hold of superstition and 
the medicine man over their lives. 
When the son of his trusted factotum- 
cum-friend, Araprop, was brought in 
dying because of a spell cast over 
him dy a witch doctor, the Old Coun- 
try* Doctor’ vowed that’ the 
sick was not enough for him, that he 
must also help to fight for an 
enlightened era for the Africans, 
knowing full well what an uphill 
struggie that would be. Just as he 
could never bear to look back on 
what a crazed, power-hungry dic- 
tator had deprived him of personal- 
ly, so he would never forget the day 
black magic had robbed a strong 
healthy young man of the will to fight 
for his life. Though the Old Country 
Doctor always remembered in 
sorrow and frustration that his 
medica} knowledge had not been of 
avail, no similar incident ever 
recurred.

Country Doctor concocted a vile- 
smelling. and equally foul-tasting 
medicine consisting of quinine, bak- 
ing soda, mustard, plus a drop of gin 
for good measure. Relying on his by 
now considerable insight into the 
African mentality, he placed himself 
in front of the bewitched man and in- 
toned: "For you, and for you only did 
I make this medicine, and no one 
else is allowed to taste it. Rise, bow 
three times to the east, twice to the 
south, twice to the north, then go on 
your knees facing the setting sun. 
Take three sips, on no account more 
nor less." “Twice a day you are to 
take this medicine," he said, “it 15 so 
strong that you will feel the evil 
spirit escaping out of your mouth.” 
The strategem worked, modern 
medicine suffered a setback, but a 
life had been saved. 


IN THOSE EARLY difficult days it 
was not only the Africans who kept 
their distance. British colonial of- 
ficials who, away from their mother- 
country were more English than 
they had ever been at home, had 
brought their suspicion of foreigners 
with them. At first they would not 
trust their health to a doctor who 
spoke English with such a guttural 
accent: who, though he could quote 
Shakespeare freely, found every-day 
English hard going. But here too a 
break-through came, though in a 
most unusual form. 

The manager of the large tea plan- 
tation, the most respected European 
of the district, called on the Old 
Country ‘Doctor with:a strange re- 
guest; ‘I am sorry to ask this of you, 
but the vet. has just diagnosed that 
my horse is suffering from an in- 
curable illness. He advised me to 
shoot him, but I am far too attached 
to the beast to bring myself to do it. 
Would you, please, put him out of his 
misery as ly as possible?" 

It did not take the Old Country Doc- 
tor long to think of a reply; “I am 
sorry, Mr. Stuart. I am here to cure, 
not to kill, and I feel this applies to 
all living creatures: However, as the 
horse has already been given a death 
sentence, may I try a remedy that 
might give him a chance to live?" 
The horse lived to a ripe old age and 
firmly established this refugee doc- 
tor as a medical man whom even an 
Old Etonian could trust.

NOT EVEN A HORSE would fit in- 
side the (central} Warsaw syn- 
agogue. commented Professor 
David Korn, who recently arrived 
here after a two week tour of Poland. 
In an interview with The Jerusalem 
Post Protessor Korn, Chairman of 
the German-Russian Department at 
Howard University in Washington 
D.C., reported that ‘‘all the doors 
and windows are broken; 
mushrooms grow inside. There was 
supposed to be a place to bake mat- 
za, but the rats have taken ἐξ over.” 

American Jewish organizations 
have been sending thousands of 
dollars to caver the expenses of the 
Polish Jewish community, Korn 
said. But the latter have little to 
show for it. The community's 
leadership, appointed by the Polish 
Government, is milking Western 
Jewish organizations, he asserted, 
adding that he'd seen these officals 
driving around in Mercedes. 

According to the Polish Govern- 
ment there are 25 Jewish cemeteries 
still in use in the country. Korn said 
he had visited six. 

“We went to the cemetery in 
Krakow." he recalled. During World 
War I, 8S men who liked snails ap- 
Parently bred them in the Jewish 
cemetery there. ‘‘But after the war 
they couldn't get rid of the snails, so 
today there are millions of them 
in the cemetery.” 

The Warsaw cemetery is com- 
pletely vandalized, he continued. 
“Tombstones are being stolen, sand- 
ed, and those beautiful stones of 
marble are resold in the black 
market.” 

The four other cemeteries he 
visited “don’t actually exist."" There 
are no stones, no markings, and they 
are being used as garbage dumps, he 
said. “People are afraid to bury 
their dead in Jewish cemeteries 
because of the constant vandalism 
and the fear that one day the whole 
cemetery will be razed,"" Korn add- 
ed.

TEL AVIV.— Korn said that, unlike the Soviet 


Union, the Polish Government was 
not opposed to building synagogues 
or restoring Jewish sites. For exam- 
pie, he had been shown blueprints for 
anew synagogue in Warsaw. He was 
also told that Poland's most compe- 
tent workers,who have been 
remodelling palaces of the former 
kings, will remodel the existing syn- 
agogue within three weeks, 

Kokol said they will also plan to 
bulld “‘a whole Jewish complex, in- 
eluding a library, theatre and 
mikve."" But the Government soon 
forgets its promises ‘because there 
is no constant pressure from 
within." 

It is not clear how many Jews live 
in Poland today. Professor Korn said 
there are 5,000 registered Jews but 
estimates run as high as 10,000 in- 
cluding those who assumed gentile 
identities. 

“When a high Government 
dignitary dies, his widow tells 
friends where the funeral will take 
place and quite often they are shock- 
ed it's going to be in the Jewish 
cemetery,”’ Korn reported.

Corsicans never felt French 0"

SEPARATIST AGITATION, which 
thas focused the French 
Government's attention on Corsica 
over the past two weeks, is by no 
meang a new phenomenon. The 
deaths of three policemen in gun 
battles with autonomists and street 
fighting even more bitter than the 
battles when the island was liberated 
from the Germans in 1943 have serv- 
ed to remind Frenchmen that the 


᾿ {slanders have never reconciled 


themselves to being ruled from the 
mainland. ; 

Corsica is in the throes of 4 crisis 
comparable with thode provoked in 
Northern Ireland by rival 
nationalisms and in the Spanish 
Basque country by a terrorist move- 
ment which is demanding in- 
dependence from Fascist Spain. 

The Corsicans have grown ac- 
customed to indifference or neglect 
since Genoa ceded the island to 
France in 1768, the year before 
Napoleon's birth. 50 scant are oppor- 
tunities for jobs that half its 500,000 
citizens live on the French mainland, 
with 150,000 settled in Marseille and 
100,000 in Paris. 

Until the collapse of France's 
North African empire brought a 
massive influx of refugees to Corsica, 
in the early 1960s, the island‘s princi- 
ple industry was emigration. The 
islanders provided one-fifth of the 
volunteers for the French Army and 
the same proportion of the colonia! 
service out of a population com- 
prising less than half of one per cent 
of the entire country. 

The absence of facilities for higher 


, education means that all Corsicans 


have to leave in order to study at un- 
iversity. There are more than 4,500 
Corscian students in Nice alone and 
Paris has 30 Corsican ΟἹ tions, 


all feeding on an inexhaustible fund: 


of nostalgia and bitterness which 
autonomists have been prompt to ex- 
ploit. 


NEW YORK (UPI). — 
A SOVIET FILMMAKER lives in a 
Kafkaeaque world of editors, coun- 
cells, official censors and government 
bureaucrats who may force him to 
rewrite a script, reshoot in part or 
entirety or put a completed film on 
the shelf indefinitely. 

“If you had to please 100 editors to 
get a movie made in the U.S., you'd 
never get a picture on the screen 
here," says Mikhail Susloy, 40, an 
experienced cinematographer who 
left the Soviet Union in March and 


arrived in the U.S. less than a month 


ago. 
In the U.5. the studios’ major con- 
cern beyond artistic matters is how 
much money a film can be expected 
to earn, but in the Soviet Union a film 


must express Soviet reality ifaccor= 
.dance with the propaganda re- 


quirements of the state. 

4A huge movie bureaucracy has 
grown up in the U.S.S.R to ensure 
that a film will not express “‘anti- 
Soviet" ideas. From a small cinema 
committee set up shortly after the 
1917 revolution, the bureaucracy 
now includes two levels of editors’ 
councils and an overall ad- 
ministrator for each studio, two 
government ministries — each with 
its own editorial board and ad- 
ministrator — and a special depart- 
ment of film censors. | 

Suslov said these editors and ad- 
ministrators ‘are not artists, not 
men of culture, but party func- 


_ tionaries."” 


The administrator of Mosfilm, 
Russia's largest studio, is Nikola 
Suslov, a retired general in the KGB 
(the Soviet intelligence agency and 
secret police) and the author of a 
series of detective novels. 

The more controversial films, 
Suslov said — including.all movies 
about Lenin — must also be ap- 
proved by the Central Committee of 
the Communist Party, a group of 
about 250 veteran party members. 
Even the Politburo — Russia's rul- 
ing council of some two dozen top 
party servants, among them party 
General Secretary Leonid Brezhnev 
— has the right to view films before 
their release. 

Suslov‘s only film to be distributed 
in the U.S. was a version of 
Chekhov's ‘"The Seagull."

Separatist agitation builds 


In Corsica the national hero is not 
Ajaccio’s son Napoleon but Pascal 
Paoli, leader of the ephemeral 
republic of Corte which lasted from 


1755 to 1768. King Louis XV's troops. 


conquered the island from Paoli's 
partisans a year after Genoa formal- 
ly handed it over to France. 

Corsica did not become an integral, 
part of the French empire until 1789. 
Paoli's contacts with England dur- 
ing the Napoleonic Wars made him 
an enemy of Republican France. But 
in his native island his name is still 
hallowed. 

The two world wars in which Cor- 
sicans, because of their dispropor- 
tionate predominance in the army, 
suffered casualties on an enormous 
scale, helped to hasten their 
assimilation into French society. 
During the second conflict the 
islanders Italian rule (Cor- 
sica was the price Hitler paid 
Mussolini for Italy's entry into the 
war) and rose against their oc- 
cupiers as soon as the Italians 
repudiated the Duce. 

After the war the Corsicans found 
themselves at grips with the 
problems of accelerated economic 
expansion.

U.S. uses radar to track tornadoes 


WASHINGTON (AP). — U.S. 
Government scientists have dig- 
covered what they believe is the 
radar ‘‘signature"™ of a tornado, a 
tool that could help find an accurate 
method to predict the deadly North 
American storms. 

Once in 1973 and again last June 
the tornado researchers have used 
their specially modified radar to 
track a storm that spawned a tor- 
nado that eventually touched 
ground. Each time they have seen 


the same tell-tale movements within 
the tornado’s parent thunderstorm 
before the tornado and. its twisting 
trunk became visible from the 


ground. 


“Our current feeling is that in the 
future when we do see this with our 
radar it will be a sufficlent condition 
to indicate a tornade is present in the 
storm," said Donald W. Burgess, 2 
meteorologist at the Government's 
National Severe Storms Laboratory.

LONDON, — 
THE AILING airline giant Pan 
Americen World Airways bas been 
told by Britain's Department of 
‘Trade that it must not nav more than 
the standard 7.5 per cent commiszion 
to British travel agents. 

The instruction in a letter last 
week, following a Court of Appeal 
ruling, put an end to the ‘‘commis- 
aion rates war" that has been waged 
in Britain since Pan Am upped its 
commission rates in April. In so do- 
ing it struck at one of the weapons 
with which the airline has been 
fighting its battle for survival. 

It is ironic that Pan Am should be 
threatened with bankruptcy just 
when reforms, begun six years ago, 
show promise of putting it into a 
more efficient posture than it has 
imnown for many years. 

These reforms have reduced Pan 
Am's payroll from 40,000 to 30,000, 
cut its fleet by nearly 40 of its leas ef- 
ficient jets, and led finally toa major 
agreement on route swaps. with {to 
rival Trans-World Airlines (TWA). 

«The bailiffs could be back at the 
door, however, as a resuit of doubts 
about the readiness of the Iranian 
Government to go through with a 
$300m. financing agreement. 

Pan Am's problems are in many 
ways unique and arise from its being 
the only U.S. overseas airline denied 
a mainland domestic network. 

7Just when the airline looked like 
turning the corner (but for the fuel 
crisis it would probably have shown 
8 profit in 1974) it was hit by the 
effects of the general economic 
recession on both business and holi- 
day traffic — consequences which 
still remain. 

Already services have been 
suspended to a number of points in- 
curring losses, including Baghdad, 
Calcutta, Darwin, Entebbe, 
Helsinki, Osio and Stockholm, and a 
number of Caribbean destinations, 

The biggest change, however, has 
been signalled by an agreement with 
TWA whereby Pan Am stopped ser- 
vices from the’ U.S. to France, 
Austria and most of the Iberian!

TODAY we face the new year bemused by an “interim 
agreement” without most of us knowing the exact nature of 
the agreement, the nature and duration of the interim or even 
really with whom the agreement is. es 
We are further befuddled when, as soon as we have initialled 
the agreement, the Americans lift an arms embargo which 


they had said dida’t exist. 


‘We are bewildered when our leaders seek to persuade us of 
the value of the agreement with arguments like “There's no 
choice,” and “The agreement isn’t Heavenly, but it's no Holo- 


caust either.” 


We are pained by this denouement — which really clarifies 
nothing — of the Yom Kippur War — a war which we did not 


start, were not allowed to win; 


for not having lost. 


and for which we have to pay 


However, none of this is the central issue. The central issue 
is the general feeling, on the part both of our leadership and 
of our society at large, that concepts like Zionism and Judaism 
— even the general concept of national purpose — have 
become topics not fit for polite conversation. 

‘We have allowed ourselves to forget, who we are, where we 
are coming from, and where we are going. This happened long 
before the post-1973 depression, even before the post-1967 so- 
called hubris. Some intellectuals laid down, and we 
their fiat, that the world was now in a “post-ideological era,” 
and so we — traditionally perhaps the most ideological of 
peoples — thrust ourselves into post-ideology. Somebody came 
up with a vulgarization of the Theory of Relativity that said 
that “everything is relative,” including values, and so we — 
traditionally perhaps: the most value-oriented of peoples — 
promptly started devaluing ourselves. 

Rosh Hashana traditionally begins a 10-day process, of 
what in Engish ts called spiritual stocktaking, but whose 
Hebrew desigration — teshuva — is more accurately translated 
as “returh.” The process, as reflected in ‘the prayers, is begun 
by a threefold declaration: who and what we are — by pro- 
ciming the kingship of God and His subjects; where we 
come from --- by recalting the central events of our history; 
and where we are going — by recalling the key promises 
for the future that God and we made to each other. 

This threefold declaration, always worth while meking — 
and each Jew, from the most Orthodox to the most secular,
